For 2002, the planning includes a fourth transmitter, new antennae, and a QRP operation. Field

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W7OTV 146.960 MHz Repeater Returns to Air 


The W7OTV 2 meter repeater has been off the air for a period due to interference on Goat 
Mountain. The interference resulted in a “motor-boating” sound on our machine. Harold 

Y Landers, WAGBRU, removed the station from the air to avoid possible FCC violations. Harold is 
the “Chief” Control Operator for the machine. 


On Saturday, December 29, Wes Allen, K7WWG, and a team of workers, were able to make it to 
the mountain top site using snow mobiles. They found eighteen inches of snow on the route. 


After thoroughly checking the operation of the machine, they determined that the noise was not 
being generated by our equipment. The squelch has been tightened, resulting in reduced 
receiver coverage, in order to avoid the noise polution generated by other equipment. The 
location of our equipment is temporary during construction at the site.

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FCC DENIES ARRL REQUEST ON CC&Rs, by arnt Letter . 


The ARRL got the proverbial lump of coal in its stocking this week, but it wasn't from Santa. The a 
FCC has affirmed a November 2000 staff-level decision that declined to include privately 

imposed deed covenants, conditions and restrictions — CC&Rs — under the limited federal 
preemption known as PRB-1. That policy requires municipalities to "reasonably accommodate" 
amateur communication in antenna-related zoning and regulation. The ARRL a year ago 

appealed to have the full FCC review the earlier denial. The Commission turned down the 

League's Application for Review December 18 in a Memorandum Opinion and Order released 
December 26. 


"There has not been a sufficient showing that CC&Rs prevent Amateur Radio operators from 
pursuing the basis and purpose of the Amateur Service," the FCC said, adding that there are 
other ways hams can get on the air that do not require installing a residential antenna system. 
"These methods include, among other things, operation of the station at a location other than 
their residence, mobile operations, and use of a club station." 


The FCC said it recognizes the importance of preserving the integrity of contractual relations 
that CC&Rs represent. But it asserted that the ARRL had "submitted no specific evidence that 
would persuade us to abandon our long-standing policy of excluding CC&Rs in private 
covenants from our ruling in PRB-1." 


ARRL President Jim Haynie, WSJBP, expressed disappointment in the Commission's ruling but 

said it was not entirely unexpected, especially in light of the turnover in the FCC's makeup 

under the new administration. "The biggest problem Amateur Radio operators face today is 

being able to put up an antenna," Haynie said. "Our only approach now is to get a bill into 

Congress." The FCC itself even hinted that Congressional action ought to be a next logical step. 
"However, should Congress see fit to enact a statutory directive mandating the expansion of our -) 
reasonable accommodation policy," the FCC declared in its Memorandum Opinion & Order, "the 
Commission would expeditiously act to fulfill its obligation thereunder."

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WRC-2003: 40-Meter Amateur Band 


The problem is that since 1938, the 40-meter allocations in 
the three ITU radio regions are different. Region 2 has 300 
kHz from 7.0-7.3 MHz, while Regions 1 and 3 have 100 kHz 
from 7.0-7.1 MHz (7.1-7.3 MHz in these Regions are 
currently allocated to the broadcasting service). WRC-2003 
agenda item 1.23 is an opportunity to realign the amateur 
and broadcasting bands around 7 MHz. The amateur service 
seeks the return to an exclusive, worldwide allocation of no 
less than 300 kHz in the vicinity of 7 MHz. For further 
information see www.iaru.org/7-MHz-Spectrum.pdf. 


Studies of WRC-03 matters relating to the amateur services 
are conducted in ITU-R Working Party 8A. WP 8A is 
developing text for the Conference Preparatory Meeting, 
which is charged with preparing the technical basis for 
WRC-03--the so-called CPM Report. ITU-R WP 6E 
(broadcasting emissions) and WP 9C (HF fixed service) are 
interested working parties, and are exchanging information 
with WP.8A. 


There is a potential threat that the possible expansion of 
spectrum below 10 MHz by broadcasters may complicate 
consideration of the amateur band at 7 MHz. Agenda item 
1.36 calls for the WRC "to examine the adequacy of the 
frequency allocations for HF broadcasting from about 4 MHz 
to 10 MHz, taking into account the seasonal planning 
procedures adopted by WRC-97." HF broadcasting now has 
regional allocations of 3950-4000 kHz in Region 1 and 3900- 
4000 kHz in Region 3, and footnotes affording very limited 
use of 3950-4000 kHz in Greenland. We will resist any 
expansion of broadcasting that would further reduce the 
usefulness of the 3500-4000 kHz band to amateurs in 
Region 2. Agenda item, 1.2, provides for a review and taking 
any required action concerning possibly dropping the idea of 
HF broadcasters changing from double-sideband AM to 
single-sideband modulation and migrating, instead, to digital 
modulation, known as Digital Radio Mondial, It is too early 
to tell, but there is the possibility that HF broadcasters 
might obtain additional spectrum during the transition.

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Fixed Wireless Access and Radio Local Area Networks 


Fixed wireless access (FWA) is the term used for telephones at fixed locations connecting to the 
public switched telephone network by radio instead of the usual twisted pairs. You may also see 
it called wireless access systems. (WAS) or wireless local loop (WLL). FWA proponents predict 
that in a decade there will be more wireless than wired telephones. 


Radio local area networks (RLANs) are a related technology. The concept is that people and their 
computers need to move around inside buildings and within a campus. 


The problem for amateur radio that FWA and RLANs have a voracious appetite for frequencies 
and some of our bands are in their sights. 


FWA and RLAN proponents have been pursuing the 3400-3700 MHz band through the ITU, 
specifically in Joint Rapporteurs' Group of Working Parties 8A and 9B (known as JRG 8A-9B). 
In addition, they have been studying numerous bands from about 25 MHz upward to find 
spectrum for their use. Bands of most interest to them at present are: 


440 - 450 MHz (It is unlikely to affect the USA, as the domestic allocation of this band is 
RADIOLOCATION (primary) and Amateur (secondary). However, FWA could be used in 
countries with domestic fixed service allocations, such as Mexico and Peru.) 


3400 - 3800 MHz (The band has grown to 3800 MHz. Of this band, only 3400-3500 MHz 
is an amateur secondary allocation. We also have a secondary allocation at 3300-3400 
MHz, which has not been targeted by FWA advocates. The band 3300-3400 MHz is 
allocated to RADIOLOCATION on a primary basis and the amateur service on a 
secondary basis.) 


5650-5725 MHz is a band in which the amateur service has a secondary allocation (the 
RADIOLOCATION service is primary. WRC-03 agenda item 1.5 asks the Conference to 
consider spectrum requirements for new and additional allocations 

to the mobile, fixed, Earth exploration-satellite and space research services, and to review 
the status of the radiolocation service in the frequency range 5150-5725 MHz.). RLAN 
proponents would like to see the band 5650-5725 MHz, among others, 

allocated to the mobile service for RLAN applications. 


10.15 - 10.3 GHz (Channels 1.75 MHz wide are proposed for FWA.) 
The Amateur Radio Relay League and International Amateur Radio Union are monitoring 


International Telecommunications Union worldwide and regional meetings studying spectrum 
possibilities for FWA and RLAN applications. 


We remain vigilant about the potential threat to amateur bands, and will remain so. 
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DUCIE IS NEWEST DXCC ENTITY! sy anni teter 


You might never have heard of it before, but Ducie Island in the South Pacific is the latest DXCC 

Ww entity — the 335th, according to ARRL Membership Services Manager Wayne Mills, N7NG. 
Ducie Island became eligible for DXCC credit as a result of a favorable vote to accept the 
Pitcairn Island Amateur Radio Association (PIARA) as an International Amateur Radio Union 
member-society. Go to www.iaru.org/rel011116.html for more information. 


PIARA filed its application for ARU membership last March, and the matter went to a world- 
wide vote of IARU member-societies in June. PIARA's application was approved in November. 
Under DXCC rules, an entity that hosts an IARU society is considered a "political entity." 


Mills emphasized that only contacts dated November 16, 2001, and later will count for DXCC. 
VP6 call signs will be used on the island. Ducie is located east of Pitcairn Island, perhaps best 
known among hams as the home of Tom Christian, VP6TC, who's PIARA president. Ducie 
Island, about 2.5 square miles, is surrounded by water 3000 meters (9800+ feet) deep and 
visited only rarely. Due to ecological concerns, only one group may be on the island at a given 
time. The CQ zone for Ducie is 32; the ITU zone is 63.

1) Object: To work as many amateur stations as possible in as many different 5-digit ZIP codes as possible, using 147.54 FM a 
simplex. 
2) Contest Period: 2000 local through 2100 local, Wednesday, January 30, 2002. 
3) Categories: 
A) Single Operator: One person performs all operating and logging functions. 
B) Single Operator QRP: Same as (A) with a power limitation of 5 watts. 
C) Multi-operator: More than one person performing operating and logging functions. 
4) Exchange: Operating 5-digit ZIP Code and Station Category. 
5) Scoring: 
A) QSO points: Count one (1) point for each complete single operator or multi-operator QSO. Count two (2) points 
for each complete single operator QRP contact. 
B) Multiplier: The total number of 5-digit ZIP codes worked, 
C) Total score: Multiply the total number of QSO points by the multiplier. 
6) Miscellaneous: 
A) Partial QSOs do not count. Both calls, the full exchange, and acknowledgement must be sent and received. 
B) While no minimum distance is specified for contacts, equipment should be capable of real 
communications (ie. able to communicate over at least 1 km.). 
C) Use of repeaters and telephones to coordinate contacts is not allowed. 
D) Rovers are not allowed as entries in the contest. Mobile stations can be contacted by 
stations in the contest. Mobile stations will not have a ZIP code and will not count toward the 
multiplier count. 
E) Only one call may be used by any station.
